Q. A. Brackett, and President George P. 
Lawrence of North Adams presented the 
name of W. Murray Crane for lieutenant 
governor.

THE PESTS OF TREES. 


Interesting Communication on the Destroy- 
ers of our Shade Trees. 


Editor of the Townsman : 

Those who are interested in preserving 
young shade trees, should give more 
than a glance at the note from Miss Lin- 
coln, in the previous issue of the Towns- 
MAN. During the month of October is 
the time to apply an ounce of prevention 
to defend our elms from the spring rav- 
ages of the cankei-worm. Some of the 
old fashioned and inexpensive methods 
are perfectly adequate to protect our 
trees. Both species of canker-worms are 
destructive, but those that emerge from 
the Fall eggs begin their destruction of 
the foliage as’ soon as the leaves open 
from the bud. After the first of October, 
the perfected insects, in the form of 
moths, come out of their cacoons in the 
ground, usually on warm days succeed- 
ing a frost. The female being a wingless 
spider-like grub, Her locomotive powers \ 
being limited to walking, she is obliged 
to climb the trunk of the tree, whereon 
to lay her eggs. 

By watching the movements of the 
male moth, they can easily be found. 
The male moth is a five ash colored, 
winged specimen, banded with white 
and dotted with black. Anything that 
will arrest and destroy the egg-laden fe- 
male as she climbs the tree, is sufficient 


| protection. “The bark may be smoothly 
| scraped, taking care not to cut too deep- 
| ly, and the band thoroughly coated with 


some viscid substance. Printer’s ink, 
‘tar, or melted rubber are all satisfactory 
for catching the female on its glutenous 
surface. But the most important work 
is to look after it. If the surface be- 
comes hardened and dry, or covered with 
the debris of dead insects, it simply 
serves as a bridge. The trees should be 
watched, the bund kept clean, and the 
application replenished as often as nec- 
essary. This should be followed up un- 
til snow covers the ground, and begun 
again with the first sign of a thaw in the’ 
Spring. Thus we can intercept both the 
Fall and Spring moths. 

The Oak Primer beetle is also infesting 
our oak trees. @The beetle is an inoffen 
sive looking chap, but the larvae are very 
destructive. They bore into the pith of 
the branches, travelling from the tip 
towards the trunk. When full grown 
they suddenly enlarge their burrow, leav- 
ing only a few fibres of bark. It then 
retreats up its tunnel, plugging the en- 
trance with chips. Here it awaits the 
Fall winds to snap the twig and bring it 
to the ground. There it lies during the 
Winter, and comes forth a beetle in the 
Spring. Their numbers are rapidly in- 
creasing in Andover, marring the beauty

EN--HUB- MARKETS, 


General Improvement Shown In 
Butter Trade. 


No Material Change In Cheese—Fresa 
Eggs In Demand —Veg« tabies Pirutiful. 
Over-Supoply of Apples. 


Boston, Sept. 30.—The butter market 
is in a better condition than a week ago, 
both in regard to demand and price. 
Trade picked up considerable during tae 
latter part of the week, and fresh re- 
ceipts cleared up pretty well. This week 
opened with a firm tone, and trade wis 
more satisfactory than it has been for 
some time, though by no means active, 

There was no disposition to boom 
prices nor to respona to much of an ad- 
vance, but strictly fine stock was not 
plentiful, and in most instances sales 
could be made at % a cent more than 
early last week. Buyers have become 
convinced that prices will be no lower, 
and manifest more confidence in the 
general situation, which shows an im- 
provement all round. 

At present it is impossible to tell what 
this change will amount to, or how 
long it will continue. So far it is based 
on the increased demand which usually 
comes at this time of the year for fresh 
made stock, and is mainly confined to 
that class of goods. Held stock is not 
materially affected, and for that kind 
prices are little or no higher than last 
week. 

But the generally improved tone in 
all branches of business, and the pros- 
pects of full employment for wage- 
workers in the manufacturing towns, 
cannot help to have some effect on the 
values of dairy products, and dealers 
must feel that they are safe in buying 
f.cely at current rates. 

The large stocks in sight in this and 
other leading centers may operate to 
prevent much of a rise, but with an in- 
creased consumption and a more liberal 
export movement, there is reason to ex- 
pect a much better market in October 
than during most of September. 

The export demand shows signs of a 
revival this week, and if this can be 
kept up our market will be relieved of a 
portion of its surplus. The stock last 
week was reduced 5500 tubs, which is 
pretty good considering the liberal re- 
ceipts, but it is not going out as fast as 
last year at this time, and there is still 
a large increase over a year ago. 

No material change can be reported 
in cheese. Buyers do not manifest much 
more interest than early in the season, 
and prices are still below the parity of 
cost in the country.” For choice northern 
no more than § to 9% cents can be quoted 
for round lots, with 10 cents for special 
makes. Latest fall make should com- 
mand 10 cents and over, and they may 
soon get up to that price. 

Country prices are about the same as 
last week. The Canadian markets con- 
tinue tame, but sellers are stiff in their 
views. Montreal is quoted at 9% to 9% 
cents. Interior sales are reported at 85% 
to 9% cents, including early and late 
August. Septembers are held at 10 
cents, 9% cents being bid and refused. 
The July make of Prince Edward Island 
combination factories sold at 8% cents 
there, and 8% to 9 cents asked for 
August. The island cheese is improy- 
ing every year, and has become quite a 
factor in the Dominion product. 

Choice fresh gathered eggs have been 
in demand, with sales of western at 17 
to 17% cents, and Michigan at 18 cents. 
Fancy lots well graded go still higher. 
Eastern lots command 15 to 20 cents, 
and new-laid lots 22 to 25 cents. The 
cold storage stock was reduced last week 
2664 cases, and stands at 58,770 cases, 
against 76,795 cases same time last year. 

Beans hold a steady position, with 
sales mostly at $1.15 to $1.20 per bushel. 

Potatoes continue in large receipt, and 
35 cents per bushel is a full prices for 
carloads. All kinds of vegetables are 
plentiful. 

The market continues to be over-sup- 
plied with apples, and only a few fancy 
varieties bring over $1 to $1.25 per bar- 
rel. Shipments to Europe continue large. 
Last week Boston sent off 54,047 barrels, 
New York 29,882 barrels and Montreal 
63,962 barrels, a total of 137,891 barrels. 
Since the opening of the season the ex- 
ports from all American ports to Europe 
is about 403,000 barrels. 

Cable advices give the apple market 
as demoralized and panicky. Baldwins 
selling at 7s. to8s. The cargoes of steam- 
ers Britannic, Michigan and Cestrian 
realized an average of 6s. 6d. Landing 
condition poor.

Savannah, Sept. 30.—Seven lives lost 

and $1,000,000 worth of property de- 

ttroyed is the record of the cyclone 

which swept Savannah from 11:30 a, m. 

until 12:15 p, m. yesterday. The loss of 

life and damage to property outside the 
city may be greater than now known. 

Rardly a housc in this city escaped with- 

out more or less damage, though there 

are few comparatively total wrecks. 

The Plant system depot was entirely 

demolished, a number of churches were 

levelled to the ground, and a® shippin 
in the harbor suffered severely. 
A dispatch from Brunswick says that 

a hurricane occurred there. Inthe town 

hotels and houses were destroyed or un- 

roofed, and great damage was done. 

One person is reported killed. It is prob- 

able that others lost their lives. Three 

ships at anchor in the harbor were sunk. 
A severe southeast hurricane struck

Judges Differ. 

Boston, Sept. 28.—The justices of the 
supreme judicial court, in compliance 
with an order adopted by the executive 
council, last June, relative to the con- 
stitutionality of the Veterans’ preference 
act, passed at the last session, have 
handed down an opinion upholding the 
act. The court, however, is divided on 
the legal question, four of the justices 
sustaining the act and the other three 
dissenting.

Readville, Mass., Sept. 2v.—Jupe yes- 
terday reduced the record for 2-year-old 
trotters at the Readville park. After 
going an easy mile in 2.26%, John Payne 
let the colt step the second heat faster 
than any colt of his age ever circled a 
track. The quarter was in 33% seconds, 
the half in 1.07, the three-quarters in 
1.3914, and the mile in 2.13%. 


Haynes Gets Three Years. 

Boston, Sept. 29.—Gideon F, Haynes, 
lawyer, and son of ex-Warden Haynes 
of the state prison, was sentenced yes- 
terday to the house of correction for 
three years upon his plea of “guilty” to 
an indictment of forgery. Haynes, who 
is 44 years old, forged the endorsement 
“John Roberts & Sons (William Rob- 
erts)” to promissory notes, amounting 
to $1145 in April and May. 


Receivers Asked For. 

Providence, Sept. 30.—A petition was 
filed in the supreme court yesterday by 
the insurance commissioner for the 
winding up of two insurance companies, 
the Citizens’ and the Security Mutual.

About 
9 o’clock last night the watchman dis- 
covered him hanging by the neck to the 
bars of his cell. He was dead when cut 
down.

LAST OF THE SEASON, 


Review of the Year as Reported In 
__Weather-Crop Bulletins 


Boston, Sept. 29.—There has been a 


moderate amount of rain in New Eng- 
land during the week ending Sept. 28, 
with light frosts in southern, and killing 
frosts in parts of northern districts, The 
harvesting of cranberries, potatoes, and 
apples |s going on, but most crops are 
well gathered. Pastures are fresh, and 
stock will come to the barn in unusually 
good condition. Grass fields are very 
gteen and good, The grou..d is gener- 
ally well filled with water. 

The crop reports for the season of 1896 
show that the cold snaps of Jan, 4 to 
$, and Feb, 17 and 18, killed practically 
all the peach buds in New England, 
many of the buds on plum trees, some 
raspberry canes, and damaged clover 
fields to a moderate extent. April, and 
the first part of May gave damaging 
conditions of drought; pastures and 
grass fields suffered, and field crops 
came up slowly and unevenly. Consider- 
able replanting was necessary on many 
farms. 
turned brown, and dried so it did not re- 
cover for this year’s crop. The latter 
part of May, and beginning of June, gave 
abundant rain for crop needs, and pas- 
tures and low fields began to gain to a 
marked extent in most districts. For 
the remainder of the season the weather 
conditions were unfavorable for pota- 
toes, but generally favorable for other 
crops, and a good growth resulted. Most 
correspondents say they have nothing to 
complain of in quantity and quality of 
crops. Little damage has been done by 
local storms during the season, and there 
have been few hailstorms. 

Had a Razor In His Stocking. 

Natick, R. I., Oct. 1—Two Moorish 
women, named Botonous and Eclos, 
went into the woods yesterday to pick 
up fallen wood, after the storm, and 
while there they quarreled over the size 
of their loads. With no other provoca- 
tioh, apparently, the Botonous woman 
drew a razor from her stocking and 
rushing at her companion, slashed her 
across the throat so deeply that little 
hope is entertaimed of her recovery. 
The Eclos woman is a relative of Gabriel 
Carrelli, who was killed by a companion 
within a short distance of the scene of 
the present affair, and, as in the present 
case, Carrelli’s throat was cut by a 
razor. 


The Folsom Tangle. 

Exeter, N. H., Sept. 30.—There is a re- 
vival of interest in the Folsom defaica- 
tion case at Epping, and yesterday p2- 
pers were served on the town in a suit 
brought by Mrs. Esther J. Brown of 
Lritt, Ia., formerly of Epping, to recover 
$700. At the time of Folsom’s suicide 
Mrs. Brown held a note for $700, signed 
by Selectmen Folsom, Ordway and 
Blaisdell, and counter-signed by Treas- 
urer Pike. The present town officials 
have no record of the note. Suit has 
also been instituted against Treasurer 
Pike and Selectmen Ordway and Blais- 
dell for the amount of the note. 


Serious Stabbing Affray. 

Northampton, Mass., Sept. 29.—A stab- 
bing affray occurred on Pleasant street 
last night, which will probably result in 
murder. Adam Pell, a Pole, is in a hos- 
pital, with two wounds in his breast and 
arm, and will undoubtedly die. Pell met 
Charles Gregorski and a companion, 
béth of whom were intoxicated, and 2 
wrangle ensued, in which -Gregorskl 
stabbed Pell several times. Gregorsk! 
was arrested while attempting to escape. 
Pell identified Gregorski as his assail- 
ant. 


Police Think It'a Murder, 

Boston, Sept. 28.—John Flynn, a shoe- 
maker, aged 25, was found dead late 
Saturday night on A street, South Bos- 
tcn, and there are indications that death 
was caused by injuries received during 
a row in the vicinity. His head was cut 
considerably, and while it is possible he 
was fatally injured by his head strik- 
ing a curbstone, marks near the chin lead 
the police to believe that a kick caused 
the fatal woind. It is said trouble arose 
over a young woman.

Boston, Oct. L—An unknown woman 
jumped from the third story of the 
Hampden House last night, and was in- 
stantly killed. She was apparently 
about 30 years of age, and had entered 
the house with a man by the name of 
Charles Burgess, the couple being regia- 
tered as man and wife. Burgess had 
left some time before the woman jumped 
from the window. 


Boston Mas Nearly 100,000 Voters. 

Boston, Oct. 1.—Registration under 
the new law, which completely wiped 
out the old voting list, and compelled 
entirely new registration, closed last 
night, with 95,623 names on the voting 
list. There may be other additions when 
the outlying districts make a final re- 
port. This is the largest number ever 
on the voting list in this city. 


Dissatisfied Weavers. 

Ware, Mass., Sept. 30.—The Otis mills 
started up on full time, with a reduc- 
tion in wages. Two hundrcd and fifty 
weavers in mill No. 4 refused to accept 
the reduction, and left the mill yesterday 
afternoon, 120 looms continued running, 
and there is no organized strike.

standing the fact that: ‘they becam 
especial objects of the vindfetive wrath 
of the “‘rebs.”” For this heroic act he 
was offercd a commission but declined 
to receive it. $ |
